MAGIC... Craige M. Snader, Jr. 
In January 1973, another magic collector's publication was born. 
MAGIC SOUNDS was generated as a result of an absence of any 
written material on the collection and preservation of the sounds 
of magic. Bill (NEW JINX) Madsen suggested I get in touch with 
Bill (MAGIC CAULDRON) Kucthe and we corresponded concerning 
my idea of blending my two hobbies: magic and recording. The 
first 5 issues of MAGIC SOUNDS were photocopied, then Clarke 
Crandallsuggested I should go commercial and sell subscriptions. 
After much soul séarching, MAGIC SOUNDS #6 was printed and a 
Subscription price of $2 the year was set—and maintained, despite 
the phenomenal double-digit inflation in Mexico! 


While visiting Florida in 1973, we were introduced to Burling Hull 
and thus was born the idea of "Magic Sounds Releases," or inter- 
views of magicians to be commercially released on casettes. It 
was Clarke Crandall who insisted that the magician should receive 
an artist's fee on every tape sold, Release Мо. 1 was made avail- 
able in May 1975 with Burling Hull as the subject, 


In August 1974, as part of issue #8, we listed 256 magic-related 
recordings, Reader response moved us to make this listing bi- 
ennial, and so in August 1976, we issued another, within which, 
539 recordings and their owners were listed (we have 328 of them 
in our collection). Five-hundred copies were printed; 150 with a 
white cover for subscribers, and the balance with pink, heavier 
covers for dealers' retail, At present, since other pressing mat- 
ters have come to the fore, we are doubtful if the third inventory 
will appear in 1978; however, it will definitely be issued in 1979. 


In the spring of 1976, Fantasio, Monica, and Jackie were playing 
in Mexico City, and we were asked to такс a film of their illusion 
Show. Thus was born the first "Magic Sounds Productions" —a 
super-8 movie with a casctte of the original sound. In May 1977, 
under the ediiorship of Stephen A, Sparks, a column appeared in 
MAGIC SOUNDS #19 titled "Visual Magic," which includes both 
video tapes and movies. This, we feel, is a natural extension of 
our original concept of magical recordings. 


In August 1977, MAGIC SOUNDS 720 was the first issue of any 
magical periodical to be. rcleased in recorded form, The C- 60 
casette is a tribute to Eddie Clever, who edited the ''Hocus Pocus 
Parade" in the LINKING RING—a recording in his own voice. It 
was sent to subscribers as part of their subscription, and retails 
at $8.50 for others.

THE MAGIC SOUNDS - P. T. BARNUM AWARD 


During the past five years many people have contributed a great dea] to the pre- 
servation of magical recordings. Some of these individuals have done outstanding work 
that should be recognized. With this is mind, the staff of MAGIC SOUNDS has decided to 
establish a special award. 

In researching a name for this award, we returned to the first recording made by 
a magician. According to our search, Phineas Taylor Barnum (1810-1891) was an excellent 
amateur magician (see MAGIC SOUNDS, Volume I, page 19). He was the first magician to 
record his voice (London (?), c. 1890 (?)). Craige McComb Snader, Jr., our publisher, 
has à pass given to his great-grandfather, Henry Simpson McComb, by Barnum. These 
combined factors have motivated us to create: THE MAGIC SOUNDS — P. T. BARNUM AUARD. 

Od This award can be presented annually to that individual, or firm, who, in the 
Opinion of the Award Committee (the staff of MAGIC SOUNDS and the previous award winners) 
has done the most for the preservation of recorded magic (aural or visual). Any subscrit? 
er to MAGIC SOUNDS may, durina the first nine months of each year, submit the name 
of a candidate to the editor who in turn will send a list of these nominees to the Award 
Committee members for their consideration. It is not necessary that the award be pre- 
sented each year, if in the opinion of the committee no candidate is qualified.
